He 
must be "self-contained,” for 
between scarcities and rationing 
he oan buy practically nothing 
abroad. 
Here’s a puzzle for you, if you 
want an evening’s amusement. 
Better than a cross word puzzle. 
Figure out you’re going on a trip 
which will take you from the 
hot weather 
of Washington, 
through the uncertain tempera­ 
tures of the plane trip, then for 
several weeks in the changeable 
weather of England, which can 
be delightful or very cold and 
very damp, and finally back on a 
ship where you’ll want the 
heaviest suit and coat you can 
carry. Figure you’ll have to be 
self contained. You can buy no 
clothes; have little laundry done; 


get no soap abroad; carry your 
own medicines and toilet articles. 
Then, having gotten together this 
accumulation of items, each one 
of which you’ll think of as ‘neces­ 
sary" weigh them all, including 
the bags, and including every­ 
thing except what you actually 
have on. KEEP THE TOTAL 
UNDER 55 POUNDS. Try it 
sometime.

The million of Americans who have waited eag­ 
erly for specific pronouncements on foreign policy 
from Governor Thomas E. Dewey, Republican can­ 
didate for President, had a chance to appraise both 
his views and his actions recently, when he both 
challenged the opposition on its activities and as­ 
sented to cooperate wth Secretary of State Hull to 
find a better path for our nation to tread in the 
future. 
Developments came fast after Governor Dewey 
issued his statem ent in which he championed the 
rights of small nations to help write the peace to 
come. 
Secretary of Statue Hull invited Governor 
Dewey to send a representative to talk over foreign 
policy. 
Dewey quickly responded by appointing 
John Foster Dulles, noted student of foreign affairs, 
as his personal representative. 
Further, Governor Dewey asked Mr. Dulles to 
confer with Wendell L. Willkie, the 1940 GOP stand­ 
ard-bearer. 
Willkie readily agreed to confer with 
Dulles and it is likely that from this conference 
will come new thoughts that will benefit the entire 
nation. 
Every American who has believed, and has want­ 
ed to believe, that this war is being fought for 
something besides another era of power politics— 
and, eventually, another war 25 years from now— 
can obtain renewed hope and courage from the 
Dewey statem ent on foreign policy, issued shortly 
before the “big three” met at historic Dumbarton 
Oaks in Washington to make preliminary peace 
plans. 
In his statem ent, Dewey reveals again his 
broad vision and emphasized once more his capac­ 
ity for basic thinking. 
As always, he outlines the “areas of agreem ent” 
in American life, rather than trying to split the 
people into opposing camps. 
He declares: “The 
American people are agreed upon the need for 
world organization. 
It is a bi-partisan objective. 
It has been repeatedly urged by the Republican 
Party and its leaders. The future of the world will 
depend upon the ideals, the sound thinking and the 
justice of the results achieved at these con­ 
ferences.” 
The task of defeating the enemy, as Governor 
Dewey points out, of necessity falls on the should­ 
ers of the big four—America, Britain, China and 
Russia. 
However, as he makes equally clear, if 
these four nations try to rule the post-war world, 
we will “sink into the abyss of power politics.” 
“As Americans, we believe with all our hearts 
in the equality and the rights of small nations and 
minorities,” Dewey declares. 
“We believe in the 
essential equality and dignity of the individual, 
wherever he lives. 
We believe in his right to free­ 
dom as well as our own. 
We do not believe that 
we or any other power has the inherent right to 
control his destiny. We are fighting this war to a 
victorious conclusion for these very principles. 
They must not be lost in a cynical peace by which 
any four powers dominate the earth by force.” 
Few intelligent Americans will disagree with 
Dewey that “the kind of world organization we seek 
must concern itself with the basic causes of world 
disorder. . . . It must promote a world opinion that 
will influence the nation to right conduct. . . . It 
must develop international law. . . . It must create 
an international tribunal to deal with international 
disputes.” 
The small nations will like this Dewey statem ent, 
for it has been a long time since they heard any 
such reassuring words from the White House; the 
idealists will like this statem ent, for it makes clear 
that Dewey has not supposed, cynically, that wars 
are inevitable and cannot be kept from our shores; 
the practical men of America will like this state- 
m ent— and the subsequent Dewey moves—because 
they know that the small nations in the past have 
been the powder-kegs by which the explosions of 
big wars have come about—and that any peace 
that leaves out the small nations leaves out ghosts 
of potential conflict that may rise to haunt us again 
in another generation.

ASKS MORE STUDY 


Councilman C ulver Nichols ad ­ 
vocated a thorough study of the 
city's recreational needs and a 
study of sites and plants before 
acting. 
M ayor Therieau said it was his 
opinion th at the city’s biggest in­ 
dustry was the tourist industry, 
defining that as the city’s w inter 
residents. He said it is a resort 
and th at a resort needs recrea­ 
tion. Referring to the city hall 
project, he said th at if and w hen 
th ere are no tourists, there would 
be little city left for a city hall. 
H e said there w ere a m ultitude of 
uses for the Field Club and hat 
it w ould be foolish to let it go 
now. He added th at the city has 
been “fooling 
around w ith the 
project on a lease basis for four 
years" and should act. The club 
should have been bought four 
years ago, is his view.

Councilm an C. P. Adams w an t­ 
ed to know w here the money was 
com ing from. The budget doesn’t 
povide for it, he said. He for one, 
he added, didn’t w ant to play 


Santa C laus to Field Club stock 
holders. This drew the response 
that m any of the sockholders of 
the club had donated their stock 
to the city and th at the rest w ere 
getting 30 cents on the dollar. 
Councilman Turronet thought 
the m atter should be left to a 
vote of the people but Council­
